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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 , Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claims 1,4,7, the recited claim limitations pertaining to recognizing 
speech commands, executing system commands, displaying the system command, and if the user 
does not utter a speech command to stop the current displaying system command within a 
predetermined time period, executing the system command; is not explicitly taught by the prior 
art of record. With respect to the prior art of record, it is notoriously old and well known to use 
speech commands to control a system. For example, Goldhor et al (5231670) teaches means for 
predetermining a plurality of speech commands for system actions (col. 2 lines 40-55), means 
for detecting speech commands (as speech conmiands, col. 9 lines 21-29), means responsive to a 
detected speech command for displaying said connnand for a predetermined time (as displaying 
selected list of commands - col. 5 lines 40-55), and White (5386494) teaches displaying the 
commands as well (abstract, col. 3 lines 20-30). However, neither the Goldhor nor the White 
reference teach alone, or in combination, teaches displaying a recognized command for a 
predetermined time period, executing the displayed command unless stopped by a voice 
command exclusively. Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
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the art at the time the invention was made to modify the teachings of the prior art of record to 
obtain the recited limitations noted above.
